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General N.Radesco was well aware, before he left Rumania, of 
the circumstances In which Cretzianu was entrusted with a sum 
of 6.000.000 Swiss Francs for anti- communist action. He knew 
quite well that IuliuHIUniu and PimsJJJratianu had approved of 
this and had advised Cretzianu to go on defending the lawsuit 
started by the Conuminist-dominated Government to get hold of 
those funds. In any case, not only that General Radescu did 
not, in 1946-48, contest in any way Cretzianu* s duties and rights 
concerning the funds, but accepted, with thanks, to be given 
substantial amounts. 

The following evidence is available in this respect s 

-Cables dated 20 February, 1947, and 2 March, 1947, and letters 
dated 17 and 27 February, 1947, addressed to Cretzianu, byvbolo- 
nel) (Retired) Georg^Havrodi, a friend of Radesco, living In 
England, and carbon-copy of letter dated 24 February, 1947, from 
Cretzianu to Mavrodi. (Enclosures 1,2,3, 4 and 5). 

-Letter dated 4 April, 1947, from Brutus^toste to Cretzianu. 
advising him, amongst other thing s, that ^adescu had arrived in Lis 
bon, that Coste had given him 10.000 Swiss Francs on behalf of 
Cretzianu, and that H&descu had asked if the debts he had left 
in Cyprus could not be paid. (Enclosure 6) 

-Letter dated 10 April, 1947, from Radescu to Cretzianu, saying : 
"It is my duty to thank you for all you have done for me 
through Mr. Coste. The arrangements you made, however 
unexpected, were timely and welcome, allowing me to get 
out of a difficult situation." (Enclosure 7) 

-Letter dated 4 June, 1947, from Radescu to Cretzianu, saying, 
amongst other things tlo* *that**he took the liberty to solicit" 
Cretzianu 9 s financial help in favour of an exiled Rumanian news- 
paper appearing in Paris. (Enclosure Q) . 

-Letter dated 10 July. 1947, from Brutus Coste to Cretzianu, 
stating (Page 2, point c),that, according to the latitude which 
had been given to him by Cretzianu, he had come to an agreement 
with General Hadescu, which was to receive a lump sum of 50.000 
Swiss Francs for one year. Payments for the crew of the aircraft 
with which ^adescu had escaped from Rumania and repayment of 
former debts of Radescu were included in that lump sum. (Enel. 9) 

-Accounting report by Brutus Coste, dated 4 February, 1948, ad- 
dressed to Cretzianu, concerning payments made out of moneys en- 
trusted to him by Cretzianu. The accounts make it clear that Ra- 
descu did not keep his part of the agreement by which he was gi- 
ven a lumptf sum for one year, but drew supplementary amounts of 
3.480 Swiss francs for the aircraft crew and 3.800 Swiss francs 
for his and BaxSutlfchrulescu^ paddage from Lisbon to New York. 
(Enclosure 10) • It should be noted likewise that Radescu did not 
keep his promise (see Coste f s letter of 10 July, 1947) to give 
explanatory accounts of his expenditures. 







In *>uly 1948, General Radescu did not apply for a renewal 
of the financial arrangements which had been made the pre- 
vious year. Mr.Maniu having been condemned and imprisoned 
in the meantime, General Radescu felt free to start, through 
his friends, a campaign of slanders against Cretzianu con- 
cerning the use of funds entrusted to him, which should have 
been lavishly distributed amongst refugee recommended by 
General Radescu. At that time General Radescu was already 
beihfc financed by Malaxa. 

When the Rumanian National Committee was set up, in May, 

• 1949, General Radescu brought up the question and was tola 

by Cretzianu that the latter was ready to make a satisfactory 
arrangement by which the funds would be used for activities 
connected by the Rumanian National Committee, and with the 
knowledge of that Committee, on condition that the same pro- 
cedure should be used by Radescu concerning funds received 
from Malaxa. This Radescu refused to do as he could not get 
Mflaxa^ permission. Kor over, Malaxa was making monthly payments 
! to Radescu and did not intend to make any lump payment or to 

\ make any pledge for the future. 

t 

On 9 January, 1949, Mr .Polbeare wrote to General Radescu, 
on behalf of the National Committee for a Free Europe, reques- 
ting to be informed, at suitable intervals, of the status of 
funds deposited in the United States and available for Rumanian 
[ resistance abroad. (Enclosure 11). 

The matter was discussed by the Rumanian National Committee. 
Cretzianu reminded the Committee of his former proposals and 
asked General Radescu if he could give informations to the Com- 
mittee on the amounts received from Malaxa and their use. Rades- 
cu repbed that Malaxa had stopped his subventions. 

Cretzianu, thereupon, declared that, as far as he was concer- 
; ned he would give the informations requested by the NCFE. (En- 

closures No. 12,; 13 an^ 14). 

On his part, and without any autorization from the Committee, 

; Radescu wrote a letter on the matter to the NCFE, on 29 January 

1950. This letter (enclosure 15) is a model of mendacity and 
t j bad faith. 

i « Cretzianu wrote again to Kadescu, on 27 February, 1950, sta- 

ting that he had deposited in the files of the Committee a 
> memorandum on the situation of the funds he held ir trust, as 

well as the estimated expenses for 1950. This memorandum would, 
j \ be available to every member of the Committee. (Enclosure 16). 

) Very shortly after that, Radescu stated that he ^ould not 

! convene the Committee as long as Cretzianu would be one of its 

members, giving as pretext that he had heard that Cretzianu 
had insulted him in a private conversation with two other mem- 
bers of the Committee. 

"W* 

In September, 1950, after Radescu’ s withdrawal from the Com- 
mittee, PATRIA (General Ion Gheorghe’s newspaper) published a 
statement by Radescu, which referea to an alleged communication 
received from Mr. Pella, former Rumanian Minister to Switzerland 
concerning "the purpose for which the funds were constituted". 
The funds were alleged to have been entrusted to Pella "by a 
special Committee formed to that end". (Enclosure 17, page 4) 

- Gm November 23, 1950, Mr.PellZa wrote to General Kadescu 
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to den/ such allegations. (Enclosure 18). 

Eadescu and his friends have continued, ever since. the 
campaign of slanders against Cretzlanu. All the Iron Guard 
emigre press and General Gheorghe's PATRIA have given the 
widest distribution to such slanders among Rumanian exiles. , 

As concern Radescu, his attitude is all the more condemns- 
ble tast he received at one time substantial amounts from 
those 1 ‘unds, without any questions asked. (Gafencu f s position 
is exactly the same, considering that he even asked Cretzlanu 
in writing, in August 1246, to pledge himself to give him 
a yearly pension of 50.000 Swiss francs reversible on his wife, 
in case he died l). 

By stating publicly, as he does, that the funds entrusted 
to Cretzianu are "funds belonging to the Rumanian nation", 
Radescu is doing an excellent service to the Buc&rest Communist 
Government, as this is exactly the position they have taken 
in the lawsuits in Switzerland. Should ^adescu's point of view 
be accepted by the Swiss courts, the funds blocked in Switzer- 
land would automaticly revert to the Bucharest Government.

| Some time in June, 1949, the NCFE began to make payments 

to the Rumanian National Committee. The first payments were 
| made to General Radescu. Although the sums were remitted to 

him with detailed indications concerning their use, Radescu 
tried at first to spend them as he pleased, without keeping 
any accounts. 

On 15 July, 1949, Cretzianu wrote to Radescu asking that 
the Committee should be convened, as soon as possible, to adopt 
financial by-laws, to appoint a Financial Sub-Committee and a 
Treasurer, (Enclosure I) . 




On 16 July, 1949, Radescu replied that the Committee could 
not be conveynea as some of its members were on vacations. He 
added that he saw no necessity of adopting financial by-laws, 
considering that "the Committee has no funds at its disposition, 
not even one dollar". (Enclosure II). 

Cretzianu 

On 19 July, 1949, /wrote back, reminding Radescu that his 
statement ignored the fact of remittances by the NCFE. He insis- 
ted on his previous request. (Enclosure III). 

The motives' of Radescu 1 s attitude soon became obvious. 

The NCFE was paying $500 as rent for the New York office of 
the Committee. Radescu chose to consider his own appartment 
as office of the Committee, pocketting the $500, over the 
$500 he was already receiving as membbr of the Committee. 

But that was not all : the NCFE was giving $200 monthly for 
travel expenses. Radescu did not breathe a word about this 
and got hold of these sums. The NCFE also gave $500 for of- 
fice furniture ^and $200 monthly for office expenses. RadeScu 
considered that ho was entitled to spend those sums as he 
pleased. 

When a Financial Sub-Committee was appointed at long last 
(its members being Caranfil and Cretzianu), they took immediate 
measures to rent an appartment as New York office, in October 
1949. They agreed to leave tohiMfrhmm in abeyance the matter 
of rents wrongly appropriated by Radescu. Caranfil insisted 
that other financial "errors" committed by Radescu should be 
forgotten. Cretzianu could not agree to this and wrote to Ra- 
descu on 19 December, 1949, to ask for explanatory accounts of 
the use of $1500 received by ^adescu from the NCFE and earmar- 
ked for office expenses, office furniture and travel expenses. 
(Enclosure IV). 

Radescu finally replied in writing on 20 January, 1950, but 
failed to give satisfactory accounts. (Enclosure V). 

The matter had not yet been settled when ^adescu decided 
to try and break the Committee.
